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Bloom  Community  College  was  organized  in  1958  and  has  grown 
from  an  initial  enrollment  of  125  students  to  1,  377  full  and  part 
time  students  in  the  school  year  of  1965-66.  The  college  has  been 
fortunate  to  have  a  separate  building  for  most  of  the  academic  pro- 
gram. For  many  years  Bloom  was  the  only  public  junior  college  to 
have  a  college  center  built  specifically  for  college  instruction  and 
even  now  is  one  of  only  two  such  colleges. 

Bloom's  curriculum  is  comprehensive.  In  addition  to  the  liberal 
arts  and  pre -professional  transfer  courses,  Bloom  has  two-year 
courses  in  engineering  technology,  electronics  technology,  general 
business  and  accounting,  and  secretarial  training.  In  addition,  a 
one -year  vocational  dental  assisting  curriculum  has  been  estab- 
lished. An  associate  degree  nursing  program  for  the  training  of 
nurses  qualified  to  take  the  state  examination  for  registered 
nurses  will  begin  in  September,  1966.  It  has  been  the  philosophy 
of  the  administration  and  faculty  to  provide  curricula  which  serve 
the  post  high  school  needs  of  the  community. 

Bloom  is  recognized  and  accredited  by  the  State  of  Illinois  and 
the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 
The  college  is  a  member  of  the  Illinois  Association  of  Junior  Col- 
leges, the  North  Central  Council  of  Junior  Colleges,  and  the 
American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges.
